WASHINGTON, May 29.—Import- 
ant developments abroad are an- 
nounced today, as follows: 

Germany today made formal reply 
to the treaty terms presented to her 
on May 7. The German counter pro- 
posals appear to take issue with the 
allies on nearly all the important 
phases of the treaty, according to 
published summaries.

The little green tents where the soldiers
